T cometh from the word Magiſter, to have the Maſtery, 

Rule, or Government over others, one placed: in power, 
and lawtully impowered to coerce, prevent, and puniſh diſor- 
ders, in all wiſdom, The ſenſe of the word Magifter being 
Magus in the Perſiay Dialect,called Wife men in St, Matthew, 
ſuch as the Greeks calied Philoſophers, the French Druides, 
the Egyprians Prophets , the Engliſh Wiſe men, or Cunning 
2en, Or Canny man inthis Kingdom ( vulgatrly ) that is one 
Handy, and Dexterous in the purſuit of thoſe offices, unto 
which their eminent abilicies in the eye of their Superionrs, as 
a Commendamus did inſtate them, as here, the wiſdom of God 
in the hand of Zzrah, that is, his prompritude therein, and 
readineſs thereat, did prefer him in the obſervation of Ar- 
taxerxes, tothis high and eminent imploy, X 

The word Shaphetin, radicaly ſignifies Judging 5 but that 
part of it, as to men, which is tranſlated Fur7dicos, ſuch a 
Judgment as judiciouſly giveth the ſenſe or being of the Law, 
called alſo Caſiarcos, fuch as determineth or pleadeth Cauſes 
berwixt men and men ; Preſides, Preſidents, a word intimar- 
ing a perſon inveſted with publick Authority,for management 
of the Aﬀairs ofa Common-wealth + a F«dge or Magiſtrate, 
the Zaw and the People, being the three eſſentials, giving life 
and conſtitution to a Re-publick, 

Of Magiſtrates ſome are Supream, others ſubordinat , ſome 
are greater, as having a greater charge, others lefſer,according 
to the limits of their Government , ſome ſuch by Birth and 
Succeſhon z Artaxerxes was the ſon of Zerxes, others by Ele- 
(tion, Suffrage, or by Vote, as Ezrah here, and now with us, 
The firſt as the King, is compared: to the Soul, as being thar 
Spirit by which a Nation is quickened,the latter to the Body 
or Members thereof, by which motion is made to curb wic-

For 1, Memory 1s 4 repoſitory for ſtoring up Regiſters of 
former, or paſt actings, thatas trom a Bank they may be pra- 
vided for ex tempore aſſaults, Or again, that Juſtice be not 
petverted, when at laſt it may be caſuilly impeded, but exe- 
cuted, So Gamalzel ſecured the lives of the Apoſtles againſt 
the Councils reſolution, As 5, from calling to mind the un- 
proſperous inſurrections of Theudas and Fudas,, So Davidat 
laſt executed ju{gement on Foab and Shimer,proving at length

Some from the Womb being of ſo ſervile a Nature, that the 
whole ſurvey of their Life , or AQtings, their higheſt prin- 
ciple, is butatoken of ſubjeRion, Nature having made them 
of ſo knotty timber, no education can form them to a capa- 
bility of being Mercurial, whether for Wiſdom or Eloquence. 
Whereas, others arc of ſo pure a grain, that. the beaming 
ſouls beyond their years, are diſcov: ring ſomewhat predi- 


' Rive of Honour and Grandour. Romulus, Romes Firſt King 


and Founder, when a poor Shepherd, would fit.and determine 


- cauſes among his fellows, they giving both Audience and 


Revereace to his Deciſions. We read that Pharash, once 
putting his Crown upon the head of his adopted Grard-ſon 
Moſes , when a Child, his little armes pulled it away, and 
his feet ſpurnedat it in-ſcorn, ominous to that Egyprian De- 
monſtration ofhis furure nt fearing the.wrath of the King. 
His killing the Egyprian, and ſaving the Hebrew, did prog- 
noſtick deliverance of the Fews from bondage ; and by keep- 
ing ofa Flock, had thereby learned how to rule and govern 
Men, being thereby aRually firted for that employ, unto 
which from the Cradle he had been inclinable. 

Yet as none is Eminent inall Abilities, Moſes was, though 
excellent at Government, (whereof the Shepherds rod was the 
Enſign ) yet not in Elocution : of which his tammering,or 
{low-tongue is witneſs, Ex04, 4. 10. To help him therefore 
in his Government, a Brother Eloquent and of a flouriſhing, 
becauſe of a fluent ſtyle, is joyned to him as a Collegue, 
that the one, profound in judgement. may ponder what is 
to be done; the other in charming Rhetorick, may alure 
to perform what is deemed neceſſary in doing. And it 
being very uſual to expreſs the facund and ſmooth guiding 
of the tongue by a hand. Oratory perſwading, that is, 
Icading Her hcarers to run in , and reſt upon that purpoſe 
She is preſſing for , or painting out, The people are ſaid 
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to be led by the hands of Mos £s and Aaron. 

Heace it is, that the two Princes of Gods Iſrael diverſified 
in Gifts » are united in the End , for leading Iſrael like 
afock : The great end was , for obeying God, for him 
did Moſes eycin all his meditation, and him did Aaroz re- 
ſpe& inall his clocution ; that he, not they, mighr get the 
Glory of their united Induſtry and powerful Atchiefments - 
Whence it is not ſaid, that 449ſes and Aaron, but tharGod led 
His People like a flock, by the hand of Moſes and Aaron. 
His Head in Contrivance, Hts lips in Utterance, both as a 
Shepherds Rod , or Commanders ſtaffe , inclining them, 


or beckonning towards them, ro move inthat Path,where- 


in there was Profit, S<curity and Honour. 

We call it a Drove of Oxen, a Herd of Deere, a Rowt 
of Wolfes , bur uſually a Flock of ſheep, and ſoit is here, 
nor that the people were alwayes peiceable, for they were 
ſometim:'s as a Sounder of unruly (wine , but becauſe they 
were governed , and cared-for as Sheepy and when ſtray- 
ing, as by the Dog of fome judgement, were they again 
brought into a better order by the Hands , that is, by the 
Prudence , ConduR , and Wiſedom of Moſes and Aaron. 
The Firſt being a Noble Prince , the other a Holy Pre- 
late, Sones of one Womb, Crowned , Conſecrat for this 
Employ Literally here , Morally for ever , till and 
In perpetuum while rime ſhal be no more. God Governin 
His Church by the Hands, thatis, by the Induſtry. of Magi- 
ſtrasy and Mintſiry. 

I do not ſay the words divide themfelyes, (for I fear, and 
hate Diviſiow here , betwixt rhoſe two) but branch them- 
ſelves forth, bervw/izt Ch»r:h and Stare: And let us ſpeak with 
all Humility of the one, and Reverently of the other, Bes 
ginning with the State; For though Aaroz be the Elder, yet 
Hoſes is the greater Brother: therefore-it is Moſes and 
Aaron.

The Army of Xerxes was vaſtly great, yet did he cxcell 
all his Troups for Gate and Perſon , being therein a King 
over them, by natural parts, as well as in legal propertics 
and rights.

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Painter could expreſs the livelineſs of his Countenance, 
This thercfore may be ſaid , That in all EleRions , for one 
togo in and out, before the Flock of a Common-wealth , as 
Moſes was choſen, being Goodly and being Godly, ceteris 
paribus, they next toeMoſes in comelinels, is to beexalted, 
not as eſſential co Regimens, but a Circumſtance having great

uid refert, ſaid he? It's all one for that, fince you have 
them Magiſtrates that were never taught the Art of Govern- 
ment; There being ſuch a neceſſity ro puniſh , and at the 
ſame breath, an Expediency to be ſatisfied with Repentance 
in men of equal condition,though it may benor of Humour, 
Knowledge, of the Conſtitution ofthe Sinner in the Politick 
Phy fician, is as neceſſary,as to the natural Mediciner. 

Many Funerals are diſhonourable to a Son of Hypoerates, 
a Phyſician, evidencing either his miſtake by inadvertance, 
that is ofthe Patients diſeaſe, or ignorance of his Art, in the 
natureof his Simples or Compennds;, A Magiſtrat to be al-

Way Cando it, 

Without much ſearch, and without going to the Roor, 
Fund, and Bottom of a Cauſe, without looking this way, 
and chat way, that's every way contraty to Moſes, a Judge 
may kill the 1/7aelite, 2 Ex04, 2, 12. By killing the Zgyp- 
tan 
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tay, muy with the Hebrew , he ſhewed the firſt fruits of 
his Commiſſion to ſave and free his Nation, Bur beholding 
two Hebrews to ſtrive together , he proceſſes the Delinquent 
and fifts the cauſe z Wherefore ſmiteſt thou thy Fellow ? ſee- 
ing him do wrong, in grave judgement differencing betwixt 
Perſons and Crimes , accordingly purpoſing to diſcern to 
Death or Admonition. 

Beſides, ifin place , Fear and Dread, for ' want. of better 
knowledge be the grear End of Advance , when time wears 
out the Gown , Hatred and Diſdaine are the uſual Events 
of ſuch Promotions , Love being the true bond of durable 
Benevolence,which Love roGod,and Juſtice,ſhal in a diſcers 
ning head towards Man, ſupport his Dignity; or if blaſted 
with Mal-co-rents in the ſoring of the Reſurrection of the 
Juſt, their Honor fhal recover , puting on never-fading 
flouriſhes of Glory and Renown.

And this 
is chicfly to be pondered upon, that a Magiftrat is cloſely to 
heed his own Province , if it be ordinarily bold or furious, 
or by 4 particular mwalys Geni#s, inclined to. Luſt , Intem- 
perance, Crafcineſſe, or Theft, or Silly, as the Inhabitants 


of Sileſia arefſaid to be moſtly Fools, thatby intuitive ſpecu- 


lation, a malady, a Rupture may be forcſecn, and by abun- 
dance of Caution, make his people beware of lewd attemprs. 
Iathis, a Wiſe man differing from the 0therwiſe,that the one

Thereare who finds inthe vulgar no reaſon of their doing, 
no ſpirit todiſcern, touchipg what is tobe done, A Magi- 
ſtrat muſt walk Antipodes, to ſuch blind Bayards, and rea« 
ſon to diſcern, and diſcern to determine , and after determi- 
ning tobe reſolute, Whar more the Coat Arm of Juſtice 
with an old Herauld, beareth @Fre, Charged with a pair 
of Ballances Argent.the firſt Blcw,the other White, which is by 
interpretation Charity, Purity, Chaſtity, with diſcretion and 
vigilancy in Service, to the Juſtitiary,in weighing our the Im- 
portsof Buſineſs, Challenges and Probaticns. 

4. Ee had great Nolizeſs , In this Moſes was Exemplar, 
carly refuſing to be called the Son of Pharaoh's Daughter,

A Left hand , not ina Siniſter ſenſe, but in an Inferior de- 
gree.

1. Their Nearneſs, They were both Sons of one Pa- 
rent, both Children to 4mrana and Fochbed , Exod. 6. 20, 
only Aaroz was the firſt-born, being three years Moſes's El- | 
der, Ex0d,7.7.Miniftry and Magiſtracy (for ſo a litle while, 
it muſt be) ſince it is, Aaron and Moſes, Exod. 6,26, (Aaron 
being Senior, and therefore Prieſt) ought Brotherly to be» 

Have toward each other , and we may conjure the greateſt 
Governor, the higheſt Ruler , when contemning the Prieſt, 
in the words of God to Moſes , Is not Aaron the Lewit thy 
Reother 2 Exod 4.14. Not but that Hoſes was a Levit 
too , but Aaron isſaidto be the Levir, not valy for diſtin- 
| ions 
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ions ſake , from others of that Name, but futurely defi gn» 
ing hin as Levit , for the Roat of the Prieſt-hood for ever. 
And (o near hath been the Rclation in all Countreys, that 
they ſeldom parted by Law , and it by violence, it was miſe 
chievous, 
They were united in 44am, who was both King of the 
World, and Prieſt of the « ongregation , His Commiſſian 
for ruling is partly expreſſed , Have thou Dominien ; and 
partly underſtc 04 , F275 Wife aud Children being from 
him, Authority for Pricſt-hood is ſcen in that Hiſto- 
ry , Ca's broug/t o' the f' uit of the ground. an offering unto 
the Lord ard Abel of the Firitlings of his Flock; where 
wh cn dcaibr, burthe F ther of all, was Sacrificer for all, 
at the bevirn:ng of the World? as Neab atterward was at 
the beg'mr ing ofthe New , his Sons and their Wives mak- 
inc up hc Corgregation here, conſiſtiag of good and bad ; 
for hete was 2 Ham: And Adan's *ON$S, Wiic and Daugh- 
ters, being all the Congregation there, where bad and good 
appeared, for there was a Cain, It with the Hiſtorian, there 
were two Tables of Stone, upon which 4dam writ, (Shall I 
ſay his Bible © ) The Doctrine of the Creation, Fall, Re- 
demprtion of the world, for the Aſſembly, I know not ; 
Put ſure there was a peculiar place, the Corgregation came 
too,and to that place they brought their cfferings , and that 
pl::ce, isalſo to be underflood the preſence of the Lord, from 
which Cain fled, Cer. 4.16. 

The time would fail me to ſprak of that Mighty Prince 
Abraham, of Iſaac, and of Jacob , who were holy Pricfts, 
and n« ble Rulers upon Earth; and it Job was that Fovab, 
Kirg of Fdom.

Of Mrlitifever 
we mighr ſay many thivgs, bur lerthis , fhee | ther te was 
Kine Oo: fal-m, and Pricſt ft the moſt higs G I, wing 
his pe: ple, Lecaule ot-ore, and ieceiviig ly'tes, bec ule f 
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the other, yea and of the ſpoil gotten in war fa cloſeſly, 
was his Prieſt-hood eyed. Heb. 9.6. This Solomon regarded 
ſo much, that his Regal Titles, are imperfe& when ſum'd up, 
if 1 the Preacher was King of Iſrael, inFeruſalem , be om- 
mitted, Eccleſ. 1.12. 

After the beginning of Time , men multiplying in the 
World. the firſt born, the Elder Son after the Farther, was 
ex Virinte,by priviledge of Birthright, Pricſt to the Family, 
and Maſter thereof, Numb, 3,12. Hence Eſau was called 
profane for (clling bis Birth-r;ght, thereby regarding nochis 
Prieft-hood , for which chicfly the Birchright was then re« 
oarded, or at leaſt onegreat cauſe, -Gern.25. 3 

At the Erection ( /o to peat) of the Ezyptian Principality 
and reducing it to a Kingdom , it was made fundamencal, 
at the Inſtalment of Mere the firſt King, to chule alwayes, 
one from among the Prieſts ; and if the Kingdom by con- 
queſt happened to fall into the hands of an Invader , before 
he could beeftibliſhed, he was neceſfitat to be conſecrated 
Prieſt, and then concluded Lawtul, when both King and 
Prieft:T heir Nation being ſtill upheld by Kings , Priefts, 
Watriours, aad Tradeſinen, Prieſts firſt in Jury, and after- 
ward Kings, were both Anointed with Oyle, by Me- 

ſes, by Samuel , by Nathan, &c. thatis, by Prophets 
and Scers , congruouſly enough , for as Oyle they thouid 
holdand ſhine togerher , being appointed to be uppermoſt 
and ncareſt God , not mixing themſelves wich the Watery, 
Uanſteady,and Fleety Multicude, of the Earthling, Worldly 
Vulgar z with which, it oace incorporate, both are dinint- 
ſhed of their glory. Prom this hath proceeded, that ſome 
in Zeal, ſome in Diſpair, ſome K1ngs, for this, and the other 
Cauſe, harh laid down their Crawns, and put on the Micer, 
turning Church-men,as ſtill Royal, how meanly ſoever they 
were attended 2: and ſome Church-men have 3gain beenEle- 
dedKings as ſtill being in a holy Employment,nor deſtroying 
their Sacrcd Orgination; 4bbasyes being governed by Kings, 
| and 
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and Kingdoms, ruled by Biſhops, ſo nearly are theſe two 
related. Nay the moſt noble order of Knighr-hood, wants 
not a Biſhop of its own Body, He of Winche#er in Eng- 
land being ex Officio Prelate of the Garter And Honi Soit 
ur MALT, penſe,it procceds from evil,togrudge now, that 
the SOverzign and Companions of the Order ſhould have 
what its firſt Founder concluded it could notwant, viF. a 
Venerable Church-mon to bleſſe the Royal Corporation : 
for what hindets a Biſhop from being among Knights and 
reckoned among them, ſince aCourtier owneth E1ijahto be, 
and reckoneth him among Lords. 1 K:#2. 18. 

Thercare prelumprions , that Ferhro was both Prieſt and 
Prince in WM rdias, Exod. 2.16. lerving (as Metehiſedecat 
Salem) the true God, with ſome mixture of Idolatry, which 
by Inſtruction being winnowed off by Aoſes , they wor- 
ſhipped the true God together , Exed, 18. 11, One ground 
of theConjcEure,is trom the double ſignification of the word 
Cohen , ſenſing both a Prieſt, as we read it, Exod. 18. 1. 
and a Prince, as it may be rcad, giving occaſion to obſerve 
that, whar is before ſaid,{o ncar of kin are theſerwo , that in 
the moſt Holy Tongue both arc expreſſed by one word-and 
expreiffion, : 

When 1ſrael was in bondage, there was no facrifice. the 
Egyptians worſhipping for gods, what was 0: he: wite to be 
offered up: In which tive. the Elder Brother had the right, 
though not the liberty of ſacrificing : But when to be 
brought forth , the two Brothers, Aaron and Hoſes. both 
 Levits, and 4409 as the Flder , therefore near unto GOD 
in that *urRticn to offer ſacrifice, is called to bring the people 
furth 10 hold a Feaſt inthe wi'derneſs. In which wild plce, 
an Ordcr is made, recalling chc unce rtain way of the firſt- 
bon, and eftabl.ſhing t--r ey-r the Tribe of £-v27 for the 
Tabernac'e ſervice, Nam 3.

When God wanted a fixed houſe for the ſervice of his 
Name, the Maſter thereof, and aſter him the Elder Brother 
was Miniſter tothe people: And according as their abode 
was Certain, Or uncertairy, ſo was the place of Sacrifice, un- 
ſare, or determined. fbyehar (acrificed here and there ; ſo 
did Jacob, fo did Noah ; fo dib Fob at his own houſe, ſo did 
Moſes inthe wilderneſs commarid the young men , that is, 
- the firſt-born, of principal Families, Ex2d. 24. 5 Ar which 
time, fora ſolemn farewell , there is a feaſt held before the 
Lords the firſt-born being before holy to the Lord, was now 
promiſcuouſly to wait upon him no more throughout their 
Trib:s: JEHO VA here, giving in all following Genera. 
tions an everlaſting diſcharge of ihat Employ, and a Threar, 
if they preſumed upon former cuſtom (0 to approach, for his 
glory , at rhedrawing of the cloath ( {.» to ſpeak ) was like 
devouring fire, Exod: 24. 17. 

The old being removing , a new Model of Church Go- 
vernment is ordained by Hezven , Moſes hath order for the 
Tabernacles Erection, where the Lord will now refide, not 
in the cloud, that marched formerly before the camp, Exod, 
25. 8, Aaron and his Sons muſt be conſecrated Prieſts for 
ever, to offer the dayly ſacrifice with garments forglory and 
beauty. The Dominion of the Camp being left ro 3ofes. 
Bur how is this prefaced,even thus , Take unto thee Aaron thy 
Brother and his ſons withhim, Exod. 28. T1. They, that is, 
Moſes and Aaron , being now to part, and fo part for ever, 
in this affair of the SanQuary ; that the one ſhould nor 
grumble, the other not envy ; It is, Take nnto thee thy Brg. 
ther: well the Houſe is builded, Aaron to be ſhort is conſle- 
crated , ſo Hoſes finiſhed the work, Exod. 40. 33. 2 work 
which ſecluded himſelf from Sacrifice, though a LZevze, and 


becauſe a Levite, is he to rejoyce that his Brethren hath the 
Ho. 
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Honour,and not another Ttibe, that work, that gave his El- 
der Brother,an Inhericancefor ever of being theLords Prieſt; 
therefore, in Brotherly AﬀeRion let him bethank ful, that his 
Elder Brother inthis keeping his place , as tobe Prieſt, yet 
that hea Younger Brother conſecrated.this Elder Brother for 
that High Office, The Conſecration making him in honour 
to be Elder , then his Eldeſt Brother. Gods Wiſdom by 
this enterchanging Providence, commanding a :Brotherly 
Conyerſe betwixt a Moſes and an Aar07 , in futureages-: 
For now it Is Moſes and Aaron, the one having thecharge of 


the Camp and Tabernacle, as to give Lawstoboth ; the 


other of the Tabernacle, asto officiat therein, according to 
theſe Laws ; and both” brethren, for a perpetual Cement of 
theſe great Honours in the Houſe of GOD. 

Werecad of ſome to have wiſhed to have ſcen Chriſt 118 
the Fleſh, Paul in the Pulpit , &c, which. many ſaw, and 
were not much affeged; bur to have ſeen theſe two Brothers, 
at the foot of the Altar, cHoſcs in his Robes , Aaron in his 
Garments : To have heard that parting word from the firſt, 
that commiſſioned the laſt. All the Congregation drawing 
near, ſtanding before the Lord. I ſay, to have ſeen this ga- 
thering, and rheſe words anthorizing , vis, Gownto the Al- 
rar, cc. Lev 9.7.that is, Go upto it,and offcr, take infeft- 
ment of that for ever; He aſcending in his Pricſtly Garments, 
Hoſes retiring of ſtanding ſtill. having liberty now only to 
look up, Aaron to goup: I ſay again, to have ſren Aaroz 
make his firft ſtep, and firſt offering, and firſt Þleiſing, the 
glory of the Lord appearing; and all the people ſhouting, was 
no doubt a raviſhing fight to a native Egyptian : this word, 
Go unto the Altar, parted Magiſtracy and Miniſtry for 
ever , | which before had been rogether , yet parted 
them not in the (ſenſe before mentioned , bur pleading 
for Unity , they having ſhaken hands ro, and again ſever'd 
hands, for leading of the prople, In teſtimony whereof, 
GOD was conſulted in Meſes's Tent , or in fome ſmall

great Tabernacle, which we may call eMoſes's conſulting 
Roomre , and Aarons work-houſe, and after it the Temple,

It may be fancied, that when Gambrivins, ( a King ove

And where hal 
love be, if notin theſe two titles Thou (bait be to him its 
fieadof GOD, and He ſhal beto thee in ſtead of a Momh,that 
is, Moſes ſhal be to Aarova King, and Aaron to Moſes, a Lord 
Chancellour, Ex. 4.16. Will not God Jovehis Pricſt , and 
ſhall nor the Prieſt love his God 2 Call him Lacifer among 
the Sons of the Church, that exalteth himſelf above , or 
equal toany, whoare called gods; ler that Miniſter be a- 
ſhamed of his Office, that ſaycs not in this ſenſe , Let GOD 
live, let Magiſtracy fouriſh : and that God again bluſh at his 
Deity, that will not have reipe& unto his Prieſt , his Prea- 
cher: for he having as Moſes an impediment in his ſpeech, hath 
given him as Aaron the Miniſter for an Orator, without whom 
his liſping , his ſtammering Tongue, ſhall in the Tricks, Be- 
haviour . Jears and Mocks of the Vain, of the more Serious 
be diſmiſſed without State , Reverence and Reſpect. 

We have no certain Record, how or by what accident 
Moſes had his ſlowneſs of Speech, which he urged for an ex- 
cule againſt going to Pharaoh, Exod. 4.10. Burt that rea- 
ſon ſeems roo ridiculous, which ſome Rabbins teach ; that 
Pharaoh putting his Crown on the Child Moſes his head,

2 9, Our Tabernacle 
took away, and Our Prieſts deſpiſed. v.,6, 8&c. How much 
better the old and ſober Egyptians, whoſe King in the morning 
being to repair to the Temple and Sacrifice, after his Offe- 
ring, the chicf Prelate told the People what vertues were in 
the King, what Religion toward the gods , and after other 
ſuck like DoQrine, all went about their affairs, and why 
not 2 For, what could hinder proſperity and prace , on

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Kings reſpeted Church-men , and Church- men honoured 
Kings, and both in f1zhc of the People? R. B. Letme ſay 
inthe words of our Maſter, to that Queſtion about Neigh- 
bour-hood {Icft we: fall amongſt Theeves ) go and do ye 
likewiſe, Luk. 10, 37. remembering that in Rebellion Za- 
dok 1nd all the Levites chuſcd to follow Dav/d, both in Perſon 
and in Counſel, 2 Sar. 15.29. 

Theſe two are not only lovely in their lives, but in their 
deaths, they arenot divid-d: for, look after the Monuments of 
Fudahs Princes, fee the Sepulchres of the Sons of David,and 
you ſhal ſee in the throng, a Son of Aaron, a Divine , chap- 
lanizing in Death to thoſe dead Hero's , as if theſe goodly 
W orthies were not honoured ſufficiently by their curious 
Dormitorics, untill the duſt of a Prieſt graced their ſleep, 
they ſerved the ſame God Jehojadeh did, they did much good 
to the Kingdom, ſo did Jehojaddh, they died as he, ſo did he 
as they; they lye it ſtate, and lamented by the people ; ſo 
does he, and (o was he, keeping the Churchespriviledge,al- 
ways being near the King,2Ch. 24.16.whereas one K ing Feho- 
jakim ,is caſt forth with the burial of an Aſſ*, for deipiſmg the 
Lords Prieſts,caventing all againſt difreſpcing of theLords 
Houſe,whercin by both, Honour unto both, is to be upheld, 
or both will be contemned. 

At Auguſtine the Monkes firſt coming to Exeland, the 
King of Kent , the firſt Chriſtian King Ethelbert, gave him 
liberty to build or repair Houſes tor Chriſtian Worſhip: in 
proceſs of time, being made 4rch- Biſhop of Canterbury, He
